To secure globes the first year sow the seed in hotbeds during February, and in May 
transplant in rows three feet apart and two feet apart in the row, selecting a bed of deep, 
rich and rather moist soil. Seed may also be sown outdoors in May, but will not mature 
until the second year. In winter protect the crowns with a covering of leaves or straw.

Sow the seed outdoors about April or May in drills one foot apart and two inches deep. 
When well developed, plants should be thinned out to two inches apart and the following 
spring, or preferably when two years old, transplanted to permanent beds of sandy soil that 
has been thoroughly dug and well enriched with manure. Set plants twelve inches apart in 
trenches eighteen inches wide and after carefully spreading the roots cover to depth of four 
inches; and the second row three or four feet from the first. Cultivate frequently and add 
a top dressing of well-rotted manure or wood-ashes in the fall. Cutting should not take place 
until roots are four years old.
